Attack on Versailles 
Document

Clemenceau, the “tiger* 
of France, today proposed the im­ 
mediate opening of negotiations at 
Washington for an agreement be­ 
tween the United States and the 
other nations of the world that he 
indicated coaid take the place of 
the league of nations and return 
this country to the councils 
of 
Europe. 
The old French statesman made 
this statement immediately after he 
had flatly declared to a great audi­ 
ence in the Academy of Music here 
that he did not believe 
in 
the 
league of nations as a means of 
preventing war. 
His recommendation for the ne­ 
gotiations at W ashington was bae-, 
ed on President Harding’s state­ 
ment in his address to congress 
yesterday, suggesting that arrange­ 
m ents sim ilar to the four power 
I Pacific treaty of the arms confer­ 
ence could be made in other parts 
of the world. 
Don’t Believe In It 
“Io u have heard of the league 
of nations,” said the Tiger as he 
was approaching the end of his 
speech. 
“I personally don’t believe 
I in it,.” he declared amid applause. 
Hastening to explain his statem ent, 
Clemenceau said: 
“I don’t believe that it can ever 
bring about an end of war. 
At the 
sam e time I believe that any effort 
to that end is good.”

The best means of determ ining its 
adaptability will be to see to It that It is rigidly en­ 
forced as conditions will warrant. 
Such enforce­ 
ment will develop defects, if there are any, which 
can easily be remedied. 


A good many Americans are getting worried aHo^t 
the labor supply. 
That is natural enough. 
There 
is a scarcity in most parts of the country, and it is 
undoubtedly destined to grow worse in the next year 
or two, if immigration is held down to its present 
level. 
But it does not follow that there should be sn 
excited demand for admitting another horde of im­ 
migrants, or for making any special effort to bring 
in foreign workers if they do not come voluntarily. 
A labor shortage that actually pinches and restricts 
production and inconveniences employers of all kinds 
may really be a good thing. For it will hasten what 
Americans have talked about so long— the Age of 
Machinery. 
When a manufacturer cannot get cheap labor, he 
demands machines to do the work, and the ma­ 
chines are soon forthcoming. 
When a housewife 
cannot find domestic help, she goes into the market 
for labor-saving devices whereby she can take care 
of the work herself. 
This is a natural process of 
development, which is retarded by a plentitude of 
labor and hastened by a scarcity. 
Machines multiply man-power, increasing effici­ 
ency and production. 
The more machines, the more 
one man can accomplish and the more goods there 
are to go around. 
There need be no worry, 
there used to be in the early days of this industrial 
age, about machinery displacing men. 
There will 
still be plenty of work for available hands— running 
the machinery. 


FRANCE AND THE RHINELAND 


The French government plans to occupy the Ruhr 
and also take over the civil administration of the 
Rhineland if Germany does not pay the sums due by 
January 15. 
And evidently Germany cannot or will 
not pay. 
The French idea is to take and operate the coal 
mines, levy toll on the industries and impose various 
kinds of civil taxes. 
But it 
is 
doubtful whether 
France can make up the reparations in that way. 
Most outside observers seem to agree that such ac­ 
tion will merely cripple the ability of Germany to 
pay the allied war claims. 
If that is true, France must know it as well as
